Why Must Wood peckers 


Peck Creosoted Poles? 


The utility companies have more than 
their share of problems. But perhaps their 
most unique bedeviler is the woodpecker. 

Damage done by these birds to utility 
company poles is conservatively estimated 
in the millions. To drill holes in some- 
thing wooden apparently is the first in- 
stinct of all woodpeckers, and a sufficient- 
ly riddied utility pole must be replaced, 
if indeed it doesn’t fall of itself first, 
wreaking costly huvoc. 

It is not a simple matter of extermi- 
nating the woodpecker, though some util- 
ity executives must be sorely tempted 
vhen they survey their bills. Woodpeck- 
ers are among the most alert foes of de- 
structive insects and are protected by the 
federal government 

In a recent survey of the woodpecker- 
utility battle, the Wall Street Journal 
found electric companies from Pennsyl- 
vania to Texas seriously concerned over 
the situation. The companies are commis- 
sioning scientists at several institutions 
of higher learning to find a method of dis- 
couraging the birds. 

Already it has been found. that phony 
the poles do not«scare the 
woodpecker. Nor does painting the poles 
severa! paudy keep them away. 
Protecting the with heavy steel 
webbing so far is the only specific way, 
but this method is expensive.

But until they do, the woodpecker is 
free to drill away at telegraph, telephone 
and electric company poles whenever he 
feels like it. 

There's one thing in the woodpecker’s 
favor At least he is nonpartisan. It 
makes no difference to him whether the 
utilities he damages are publicly or pri- 
vately owned. They all sound and taste 
the same to him. 


Nippur Had Traffic Ills 


Some 3.500 Years A 20 


A photo-copy of what is said to be the 
oldest known map of a city has been 
made public by Dr. Samuel Noah Kramer, 
reseacch professor of Assyriology at the 
University of Pennsylvania. 

The baked clay tablet, with the care- 
fully crawn plan of the city of Nippur 
cut into it while the clay was wet, was 
found 1n a museum in Germany and pho- 
tographs and detailed descriptions of it 
were made. The map was made about 
3,900 years ago or about 1,500 B.C. 

A cereful look at the map reveals that 
the original planners: of the city did not 
prepal: layout of streets. There 
were bottlenecks in traffic and things 
could have been a lot better arranged. 

All of this is small. comfort to the 
municipal administrations of, American 
cities. The fact things still are bad in 
traffic and street layouts after 3,500 years 
is interesting but not productive of

All Evidence Points 
To God’s Existence 


In my mail from day tod day come many ques- 
tions but the most persistent ones are questions 
about God. How can we be sure there really is a

devote this space to my own thinking along those lines. 


Question: How can I be sure 
there really is a God? To begin 
with, most people have some hon- 
est doubts @long the way of life. 
Billy Sunday used to say, ‘‘At the 
root of every doubt is sin,”’ but 
I do not believe that is always 
true. Muddy living will obscure 
our vision of God, and a guilty 
conscience does impair our ability 
to know God.

With the President 


WASHINGTON—Half of President Eisenhow- 
er’'s great decision now seems clearly certain. 
The accumulating evidence points strongly, per- 


haps even conclusively, to a unanimous report by the doctors pro- 


nouncing Mr. Eisenhower ‘‘recovered.”’ 
the President’s convalescence has been going right; 


gone wrong. 
The physical process of the re- 
covery has been uninterruptedly 


orderly. There have been no ad- 
verse developments. The scar 
tissue, which protects the _in- 


jured area of the heart—an in- 
jury about the size of a thumb- 
nail—grows stronger. No  en- 
largement of the heart. Normal 
blood pressure. No unusual fa- 
tigue. 

The doctors also stress the fact 
that Mr. Eisenhower's mental at- 
titude has been an asset in his 
convalescence. After the first 
grim shock of the attack, the 
President has been composed 
and confident. He is Rleeping 
longer; relaxing better and work- 
ing with more ease than he has 
for a long time. 

But does this mean that the 
President is going to give ‘‘yes’’ 
for an answer when he comes to 
making his decision after the 
doctors have made theirs—after 
the doctors have dismissed their 
patient as recovered? 

It doesn’t. These two decisions 
are not the same. It is impos- 
sible for the doctors to say 
whether Mr. Eisenhower would 
be expected to weather the ten- 
sions and pressures of the White 
House for another five years. The 
doctors can and will report on 
the physical fitness of the Pres- 
ident at the point—at least by 
early February—when the meas- 
ure of his recovery is medically 
visible. 

In many ways the cumulatively 
favorable medical news~makes 
Mr. Eisenhower's ultimate de- 
cision more difficult because he

Whatever the medical report, 
only Mr. Eisenhower can decide 
whether he feels he is up to an- 
other five years in Office. 

Only Mr. Eisenhower can de- 
cide whether he feels he would 
be imposing too great a risk upon 
the presidency even should he be 
willing to run. 

Only Mr. Eisenhower can de- 
cide whether he feels he can con- 
scientiously go before the Amer- 
ican people and invite them to 
elect him for another term. 

I feel sure that Mr. Eisenhow- 
er is approaching his decision in 


these terms—not in «terms of 
whether he would be ‘likely to 
win or lose, not in terms of 


merely what would be good for 
the Republican Party. 

One thing is certain: He isn't 
going to try to cut the presidency 
down to fit a lowered health.

APPROPRIATIONS: Inthe leg- 
islative ‘“‘bowl,’’. the lawmakers 
are facing a new appropriations 
bill; You can look for final pas- 
sage ofa bill authorizing spend- 
ing of from 277 to 280 million 
dollars annually. Present spend- 
ing is 272 million dollars. 

ECONOMY: The General As- 
sembly will focus its attention on 
recommendations of the Legisla- 
tive Economy Committee. That's 
because the committee in its six 
months’ investigation has touched 
most phases of state government. 
The General Assembly can ac- 
cept, modify or reject the com- 
mittee’s ideas, but it will have 
the group’s recommendations to 
weigh when it considers requests 
from various state agencies. 
There will be some streamlining 
of state government, 

ETHICS AND ECONOMY: The 
Legislature will replace the tem- 
porary Legislative Economy Com- 


mittee with _a permanent com- 
mittee, It will enlarge the 
group's powers so it can seek 
economies in the spending of state 
tax monies at all levels of gove 
ernment. It will attempt to em- 
power the legislative group to 
look into the ethical conduct of 
department heads. 

SCHOOLS: Teachers’ pay won't 
be increased. Schools will get 
some. increases beyond the nor- 
mal scheduled for the coming 
year—this is based on belief that 
revenue will show normal growth 
beyond the five million antici- 
pated by state experts. 

PROBATION, ETC.: The Leg. 
islature will establish a state-wide 
probation system, helping relieve 
overcrowded prisons and help- 
ing rehabilitate first offenders. It 
also will make special provisions 
for sex offenders... 

SEGREGATION: The governor 
‘will be authorized to close schools 
immediately if racial mixing oce 
curs in classrooms. The Legis- 
lature will authorize selling parks 
if segregation falls.

The heart of the presidential 
press conference is what lawyers 
call the demeanor of the wit- 
ness. The answers are important 
but they do not stand by them- 
selves. 

That is why the President’s 
press conferences are always 
crowded. Few reporters who 
must write stories about the sub- 
jects introduced there are satis- 
fied to see only the cold type 
of a transcript or the end prod- 
uct of a TV Camera. They want 
to see the President and hear 
him personally, both for their 
immediate impression and for 
purposes of comparison through 
the years. 

Yet even if President Ejisen- 
hower decides to continue his 
press conferences, the question 
will remain for reporters of their 
obligations to a President who 
has had a heart attack. They 
would again be able to see the 
President clearly and they could 
again shape their own judgment 
about his appearance and de- 
meanor.

They cannot help but recall that 
the President, generally at his 
best in give-and-takes, has often 
flushed angrily at controversial 
questions, his pulse beating in 
his temples.

Thus many members of the 
press corps answer that it would 
be bound to adopt a bedside man- 
ner which would vitiate the con- 
ference. 

The press, of course, is not 
g0ing to make the decisions about 
presidential press conferences. 
That is the province of the Eis- 
enhower doctors and Press Sec- 
retary James C. Hagerty. 

Hagerty is now at a pinnacle 
of esteem and popularity. He has 
shown the quality all the success- 
ful White House press secretaries 
had, which is respect for the 
news. He has recognized the 
President's illness as news of 
primary importance and he has 
put it out, often against the com- 
plaints of politicians. 

The pressure will increase as 
the White House regency con- 
tinues its effort to renominate 
and re-elect Eisenhower. The rest 
of the Eisenhower staff will be 
sheltered from the blast but not 
the press secretary. 

Hagerty went into the White 
House as an inheritance from 
Thomas E. Dewey, with whom 
he was long associated. Many 
reporters felt then that Eisen- 
hower did not realize his import- 
ance but tended to regard him 
as a junior officer. Now Hagerty 
has achieved genuine stature and 
he will need it all for the new 
decisions. 

Actually the man in the White 
House who can answer the re- 
porters’ questions today is Sher- 
man Adams, who is all but act- 
ing president. Adams runs the 
clearing house on policy and ap- 
pointments; members of Con- 
gress long ago nicknamed him 
the “prime minister’? and work 
through him. If he would hold 
general press conferences now 
he could add immeasurably to 
public knowledge of the public 
business.

New Hampshire Again Is Crucial State 


In Pre-Convention Contests of Both Parties 


WASHINGTON — Events ap- 
pear to be shaping up for New 
Hampshire to again occupy the 
spotlight as the 
lead-off state in 
the 1956 presi- 
dential cam- 
paign. The 
state will be the 
first to hold a 
preferential 
primary, with 
the balloting set 
for March 13. 

New Hamp 
shire played an 
important part 
in the 1952 pre-convention cam- 
paign for both the Republican and 
the Democratic nominations. His- 
tory may well repeat itself. 

Already Sen. Estes Kefauver 


of Tennessee has issued & chal- 


lenge to Adlai Stevenson to meet 
him in the New Hampshire pri- 
mary. Both are announced candi- 
dates for the Democratic nomina- 
tion. 

On the other side of the po- 
litical fence, Sen. William F. 
Knowland of California, a sure 
candidate for the Republican 
nomination if President Eisen- 
hower does not run for a 


second term, is apparently de- 


termined to enter a slate of dele- 


e 


gates in the state. Many of the 
old Taft forces there are urging 
him to file. He seemingly has 
served notice of an intention to 
do this unless General Ike an- 
nounces a decision to run by 
Feb. 1. 

Sen. Knowland may be up 
against a tough fight. Gov. Frank 
Dwinell and former Gov. Blood, 
along with other strong sup- 
porters of President Eisenhower, 
have announced they will file in 
the New Hampshire primary as 
delegate candidates favorable to 
the President’s renomination, 

That tends to open the way 
for another clash among Republi- 
cans such as took place three 
years ago between Gen. Eisen- 
hower and the late Sen. Robert 
A. Taft of Ohio, who lost the 
state by a narrow margin. Pros- 
pects are that the same lines 
would again be drawn, with Sen,

The California senator has 
said, of course, that he will not 
be a candidate if the President 
runs.

Eisenhower reveal his plans in 
time for entries in the New 
Hampshire contest. 


Whether or not Mr. Stevenson 
will accept the challenge laid 
down by Sen. Kefauver remains 
to be seen. He is being advised 
to act both ways. Some of his 
friends, in urging him to avoid 
a contest with the Tennessean, 
argue that he has everything to 
lose and nothing to gain by going 
in. Kefauver captured the state's 
delegates against the then Presi- 
dent Truman in 1952 before the 
former chief executive had re- 
nounced any desire to ‘seek 
another term. 

If the former Illinois governor 
does accept the Kefauver chal- 
lenge, the country may look for 
a good fight that might have an 
important influence in the pre- 
convention campaign. By the 
Same token, ‘a Knowland chal- 
lenge of the Eisenhower forces 
in New Hampshire could be 
equally revealing.

He first thought of printing 
his own book when he began 
to study William Blake (1757- 
1827) and learned that the Eng- 
lish poet (‘‘Tiger! Tiger! burn- 
ing bright. . .”’) made copper 
engravings of his poems and 
illustrations for reproduction on 
his own press. 

“T had long believed that a 
book should be conceived as a 
single unit—type, design, bind- 
ing, all to contribute to a single 
unified impression which the 
author would try to leave with 
the reader,’’ Mr. Paulk said. 
“Commercial publishers can 
rarely afford the expense and 
time of this process, but I had 
half a summer to spend in just 
that.’’ 


He obtained an inexpensive 
hand press of ancient vintage 
from Boston. A small room in 
the farmhouse became his shop 
—a sort of exquisite torture 
chamber. The poet had not 
been a printer before. He never 
really adjusted -completely to 
the reverse-image thinking of 
the printing trade, and the word 
*“‘and’’ turned out “‘anb’’ in the 
bound book despite his meticu- 
lous care. 

‘‘My first real difficulty came 
after the eighth page,’ Mr. 
Paulk said. ‘‘The first few 
pages were made up of short 
poems and I could easily set 
two at a time. I could print 
two pages at a time. When I 
got to some of the longer poems, 
I found that I hadn’t enough 
type. 

‘‘Worse than that, I found that 
I also had spent all my money 
on what I had. Only one thing 
remained and I did it. Iwent 
to work. I took a job doing an 
advertising campaign on irriga- 
tion through Georgia, Florida 
and Alabama. The campaign 
took two and a half weeks, but 
I had enough money to order 
more type.”’ 

The poet-printer plodded per- 
sistently through the perils of 
summer.

But Mr. Paulk admits that 
one of the Strangest things that 
happened was his own doing.

‘It had 14 lines like any self- 
respecting sonnet,’’ he said, 
‘‘but when I started to set the 
type under the subtitle of son- 
net, I found to my horror that 
each line was written in iambic 
tetrameter rather than in iambic 
pentameter. 

“Catching that error was 
about the luckiest thing of my 
life, for had it gone through un- 


noticed, I should have been 
embarrassed for years to 
come,”’ 


The poet had had no more 
experience at book-binding than 
at printing. So he examined a 
few hand-bound books, and then 
with two needles, glue and 
masking tape put his together. 
It was a limited edition of 30 
copies, but it has a full-fledged 
copyright. 

Mrs. Paulk said that poets 
don’t run in the family, though 
teachers do. Her father, F. 
H. Taylor, was county superin- 
tendent. The Paulk home is his 
old home. ‘William loves it,’’ 
she said. ‘‘Oh, how he does.”’

Charged with guaranteeing a 


full dinner pail to all the 
world’s citizens, FAO is cop- 
ing with a_ tough problem.

Anfuso, nevertheless, found that strong op-

Eighteen months of headaches, heartaches, 
and attorney fees for TV-Station-Owner Edward 
Lamb now seem near an end with a ruling by 
Federal Communications Examiner Sharfman 
that Lamb is not a Communist and his TV 
license can be renewed.

Dr. Ivey complained that first 
reports of the ‘survey gave too 
much emphasis to costs almost 
to the exclusion of the reorgani- 
zational plan. The report recom- 
mended increasing the millage 
rate for school purposes from 7% 
mills to a peak of 25.8 mills. 


SMALL CITY SETUP 

The educational expert said the 
present organizational plan for 
Atlanta schools might be satis- 
factory for a small city, but “‘is 
entirely inadequate for a large 
metropolitan center.’’ 

Projected reorganization would 
provide an Atlanta citizens ad- 
visory council picked from all 
strata of Atlanta, area advisory 
committees and similar commit- 
tees for each school.

How I Love Tradition 


NEW ORLEANS, Jan. 1—Twenty-one years (and 
a day) ago, a small halfback wearing number 47 and 


the name of Claude (Little Monk) Simons Jr. cuddled 


a kickoff lateral to his bosom and hurried 85 yards to 
a touchdown on the first electrifying play of the Sugar 
Bowl. It was by this play that Tulane defeated Temple, 
20-14, that day, and by the play also the Sugar Bowl 
came alive. 

Sunday morning Monk Simons, now the publicity director 
for a department store down here, sat in the lounge of a television 
station and watched himself make that run again on film. He 

* grinned a little wistfully when someone 

asked him if age had improved his 
performance any. 

“T never realized,’’ he said, “how 
slow I was until I watched that thing 
again. I doubt if I'd be playing third- 
string on either one of these teams 
today.”’ 

This was a gracious self-effacing 
job, for Simons was an All-American 
halfback who had and has his creden- 
tials. He has not; in other words, 
been aged into an A-A. 

What has taken place in col- 
lege football and the Sugar bowl 
these 21 years must be jarring to 
a semi-oldtimer. On Jan. 1, 1935, 
21,000 sat in the old Tulane sta- 
dium, leaving only 3,000 vacant

Sometime ago I quit making my own plans for spending the 
New Year's.

One year Miami, then New Orleans, then Dallas, then back to 
New Orleans. 

Now, though, the variety will be reduced. Miami has been 
declared off limits to all except delegates from the Big Seven 
and Atlantic Coast Conference. New Year’s day hereafter will 
he limited to New Orleans or Dallas, with the possibility of a 
side trip to Jacksonville. 

Twenty-one years and a lot of little things have become 
pleasant little traditions. These are not the planned traditions, 
such as the New Year's eve dinner at Antoine’s or the breakfast 
party, complete with head-splitting dixieland band, on Royal street. 

These are the little traditions, Like Roundy Coughlin, the anti- 
grammarian from Wisconsin who speaks as if through sandpaper. 
He's as annual here as the oyster season, Raoul Carlisle, a pleas 
sant sports editor of a little paper in Arkansas, has never missed 
a Sugar Bowl game, He guards his record with pride. I like the 
little wave of mellowness that creeps over the crowd at Antoine's 
as they play *“‘Auld Lang Syne,” and the little scene of the two 
coaches, wearing chef’s hats, pouring the flaming cafe brulot. 

For a sweet moment everybody is a friend and you wonder 
why they have to play the game at all. 

Then out on the street it’s like the midway at a county fair 
on Saturday night. Everybody seems to be outside. Nobody wants 
to be cooped up in those shimmy, shake and clip joints. You take 
a peek into the gloom of some of them and there aren't many 
inside. Everybody’s marching, blowing a horn, wearing a corn- 
ball hat, looking for somebody he knows or just looking. 


—This Is No Prize Fight 


The human flood soon spills out of Bourbon and Royal streets 
into Canal street. And they walk up and down the street car 
tracks and drown the town with noise. You wonder where all the 
people came from, and how somebody doesn’t start a fight. For 
# little while though everybody’s sense of humor working. 
Good fellowship is everywhere. Nobody's got an enemy. It’s noisy, 
but the feeling you get from this mob is good. You’re glad you’ re 
there. 

The morning of the game you absorb the quiet and peace 
of the big stadium before the first customer has arrived. New 
Orleans sits just over the rim one side, an imaginary ice pack 
resting on its hungover skyscrapers. The Mississippi and the 
big bridge that Huey Long built is on the back side. The 
Tulane campus sleeps at one end of the stadium and the other 
end is closed. 

By this time so much has happened it almost seems that the 
game is an afterthought. The feel for the fight doesn’t.come back 
until the two captains get in the huddle and the kickoff sneaks 
up on you, The traditions go and then it becomes business. 

It is a rarity here this week to find a man picking Pittsburgh. 
except the core. of loyalists from the shadow of the Cathedral of 
Learning. Someone suggested that Tech might be lulled into over- 
confidence, that this is one.of those times ripe for the kill of a 
favorite. Over-confidence has never been a fault at Tech. If there 
had been such a tendency, Auburn’s experience at Jacksonville 
would have jarred it out of the Jackets. 

This is the time to pick all bowl winners, I suggest Michi- 
gan State will wrap up UCLA, that Maryland will win it from 
Oklahoma, that Ole Miss will finally win a bowl game from 
TCU, that Texas Tech will whip Wyoming. 

If this were a boxing match here, I'd take Pitt. I like power 
fn a confined space. It being football, I take Tech by the close 
margin of extra points, field goal or at most, a touchdown. Tech 
victory, too, has become one of those New Year's traditions, a big 
one, not a little one.

Miss Anna Zippro of Slikker- 
veer, Holland, arrived here in 
September to be the guest of 
her brother, Cornelius (Zippy) 
Zippro Jr.. his wife, Norma, 
and their son, Casey. 

Norma’s anticipation of the 
visit was flavored with dread: 
She could speak no Dutch and 
her sister-in-law could speak no 
English. 

An added complication was 
the fact that Zippy’s job kept 
him out of town except on week- 
ends. 


AFRAID OF DEADLOCK 


‘‘How I dreaded seeing him 
walk out the door on that first 
trip,”” Norma recalled. “I was 
afraid Anna and I would reach 
a deadlock. I was sure her visit 
would be one of mostly silence. 
‘‘But we got along beautiful- 
ly.” 
“Yes,”” agreed Zippy. ‘‘And 
when I returned, I found my sis- 
ter speaking English and my 
wife speaking Dutch.”’ 

It was the gestures that did 
it. ~ 

Norma and Anna had their 
own method of communication 
—sign language. Through ges- 
tures, the two could under- 
stand each other while speaking 
their own languages. AS a re- 
sult, Norma learned a “‘sprink- 
ling’ of Dutch and Anna will 
return to Holland this week 
with a sprinkling of English. 

And 2-year-old Casey can 
hold his own with both of them. 

Casey found his quiet, per- 
sonable Aunt Anna the perfect 
baby-sitter. In the evenings, he 
listened enraptured as she read 
bedtime stories in Dutch, sang 
Dutch lullabies and folk songs. 
Now, a Dutch cowboy song 
crooned to him by his aunt, 
tops Casey’s list of favorites. 


Although their methods of 
housekeeping were different, 
Norma and Anna _ cemented 


their friendship and found ami- 
able companionship by sharing 


the daily work around the 
house. 

‘‘Honestly,”’ Norma e@X- 
claimed, “‘the Dutch can put 


American girls to shame when 
it comes to housekeeping. They 
are so thorough!’’ 

In Holland, women scrub 
their floors daily and weekly 
cleaning includes washing win- 
dows, walls, ceilings and side- 
walks, 

“They wash the windows 
every week—whether they need 
it or not,’’ Norma explained. 


FOOD A JOY 

Food here was a joy to An- 
na. The Dutch have only two 
burners on their stoves and no 
ovens. Anna tasted her first ap- 
ple and pumpkin pie, oven- 
baked meats and cakes. She 
put her seal of approval on all 
of them. 

Anna envies Americans’ 
standard of living. She is awed 
by the modern conveniences, 
plentiful food and other prod- 
ucts available in such quantity 


in grocery and department 
stores. 
The attractive 24-year-old 


visitor grew up in German-oc- 
cupied Holland. during World 
War II, when the people of her 
homeland were _ practically 


starved by the invaders. For 
the duration of the war, Anna 
never saw a glass of milk; for 
six years, there was little or 
no meat to eat, 

America’s tall buildings and 
traffic made a vivid impression 


on the visitor, who found homes 
here quite different from the 
neat, small houses of Holland. 


She was surprised that it took 
the Zippros two days to drive 
from New York to Atlanta when 
they met. Anna’s plane. She had 
expected the trip to be a matter 
of only one or two hours. 

Christmas was a “thrilling 
event for Anna. The Zippros 
spent the holidays at the farm 
home of Norma’s family in 
Joplin, Mo. 

Anna was “‘thrilled and ex- 
cited”’ by the numerous gifts — 
mostly clothes—she received. 
Although St. Nicholas visits the 
children of Holland on Christ- 
mas, leaving them toys and 


‘candies, adults do not exchange 


gifts. 

The pretty Dutch girl has 
been fascinated by television, 
which she watches for hours. 
Her favorite program is the 
Perry Como show, and she’s 
also a fan of Eddie Fisher, Pat 
Boone, Bing Crosby and Arthur 
Godfrey. 

Engaged to a boy back home, 
Anna wears a plain gold wed- 
ding ring on her right hand. 
When the ceremony is  per- 
formed, the ring will be trans- 
ferred to her left hand. The 
Dutch have no engagement 
rings.

practices which are detrimental 
to the health and welfare of the 
people of this state and county.

MOTOR VEHICLE REGISTRA- 
TION LAW 


The innumerable abuses of the 
inadequate and obsolete Motor 
Vehicle Registration Law in 
Georgia, which permits an out- 
of-state resident to register a 
stolen car or truck at a fictitious 
address, is conclusive proof of 
the dire need for a sound Title 
Law. 

We, therefore, recommend the

The result has been the 
defrauding of innocent sick per- 
sons who have gone to these 
practioners in good faith seeking 
medical care and advice. Many 
patients of Naturopaths have 
been not only stripped of their 
money through unscrupulous 
practices but have on occasion 
given up their lives in the hands 
of these Naturopaths. One chief 
example in Fulton County con- 
cerns the death of a woman by 
childbirth in the office of an At- 
lanta Naturopath who is neither 
trained. nor permitted by law to 
practice obstetrics. 


The Naturopathy Act of 1950 
permits Naturopaths to use “air, 
light, heat, cold, water and man- 
ipulation, and such other sub- 
stances nutritional as are natur- 
ally found in and required by the 
body’’ in the treatment of their 
patients. Yet they have informed 
the public that they are qualified 
to treat “heart, liver, kidneys, 
cancer, arthritis’’ and many oth- 
er diseases, to treat any one of 
which requires years of intensive 
study. In a number of instances, 
Naturopaths have recommended 
to their patients treatments which 
are directly contrary to all that 
medical science tells us. 


The Georgia Board of Naturo- 
pathic Examiners, established by 
the Naturopathy Act of 1950, ap- 
pears to have been either grossly 
inefficient in carrying out its du- 
ties under the law, or making a 
deliberate effort to circumvent 
the law. The Board has, on re- 
peated occasions, licensed per-~ 
sons who have not met the edu- 
cational qualifications set forth 
in the law and persons known to 
the Board as having graduated 
from ‘“‘one room colleges,” di- 
ploma mills and institutions that 
nave never been recognized by 
any accrediting organization 
whatsoever. In fact, the members 
of the Board themselves are 
“‘eraduates’’ of the Nashville 
College of Naturopathy which was 
closed by the Courts of Tennes- 
see in 1947 for selling fraudulent 


- |diplomas. The President of the 


Tennessee Board of Naturopathic 
Examiners, who was fined $1,000 
for issuing fraudulent licenses in 
Tennessee, is now a member of

PAYROLL DEDUCTIONS— 
OOUNTY EMPLOYEES 


It was brought to the attention 
of this Grand Jury by a number 
of individual citizens and civic 
groups that the Fulton County 
Commission, at its meeting of 
November 2, 1955, voted to de- 
duct union dues from the payroll 
of Fulton County employees who 
are members of the _ various 
unions for a trial period of ninety 
days, beginning January 1, 1956, 
on a voluntary basis. Investiga- 
tion revealed that of about 1,200 
county employees, approximately 
one-third are union members, 
their affiliations being divided 
among ten separate unions. The 
records disclose that the county 
attorney advised the commission- 
ers that there is no law giving 
the county the right to make vol- 
untary payroll deductions, and 
that the general law is that the 
salary of a public official or em- 
ployee is not assignable for any 
purpose. Under specific statutes, 
the county is at present making 
payroll deductions for pensions 
and group insurance, and under 
a voluntary arrangement, deduc- 
tions for purchase of U.S. Sav- 
ings Bonds. At the meeting in 
question, it was disclosed that a 
union employee on each floor of 
the courthouse had beén devoting 
considerable business time to the 
collection of union dues, and it 
was claimed that the deduction 
plan would save employee time. 
We do not respond to this rea- 
soning, as we see no justification 
of using county time for such 
purpose, and believe that such 
collections should be made after 
regular work hours. 

In an official report to the 
Board of County Commissioners 
on this subject, dated October 28, 
1955, County Manager A. E. Ful- 
ler and County Comptroller John 
F. Still pointed out that a 1954 
municipal finance officers’ sur- 
vey states that; ‘‘Payroll deduc- 
tions add to the complexity of 
payroll procedures .and to the 
cost of performing payroll op- 
erations,’’ and concluded that the 
adoption of this union plan would 
involve likelihood of additional] 
expense, wiih doubt that the num- 
ber of ‘such plans could be lim- 
ited if undertaken, and that by 
such precedent, the commission 
would encounter difficulty in dis- 
approving future requests; that 
it involved acting as a collection 
agericy for outside organizations, 
possible litigation, and they fur- 
ther expressed their belief that 
such deductions are matters of 
persorfal responsibility. 

It is the recommendation of 
this Grand Jury that this action 
on the part of the County Com- 
mission oe rescinded, and that 
the policy be adhered to of ap- 
proving payroll deductions only 
in cases where they are provided 
for by law or where they are in 
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the general interest of all em-|Jury has~ been assured by Gov.,to take’ out a writ of lunacy

AUTHORITIES 
In the course of its investiga- 
tion this Grand Jury took cog- 
nizance of the fact that the peo- 
ple of the State of Georgia are 


at the present time burdened with 


long term indebtedness, author- 
ized or already incurred by the 
several ‘‘Authorities’’ created by 
legislative act amounting to more 
than four hundred million dol- 
lars. The bonded debt limit fixed 
by the State Constitution is five 
million dollars. These ‘‘Authori- 
ties’’ are financed by certificates 


of indebtedness instead of bond- 


ed indebtedness, and these cer- 
tificates bear substantially high- 


er rates of interest than would 


corresponding state bonds. While 


in some instances the indebted- 
ness created by these certificates 
is self-liquidating, in the main, 
they must finally be paid out of 
tax funds. This Grand Jury has 
been advised that in the case of 
Rural Roads Authority funds, op- 
portunities exist*for county com- 
missioners to disregard the law 
as it relates to competitive bids 
and renting of equipment for the 
construction of rural roads, re- 
sulting in excessive cost to the 
taxpayers. 


It should be noted that the crea- 


tion of these ‘‘Authorities,’”” though 
some be entirely worthy, is in 
direct contradiction to the letter 
and purpose of the Constitution of 
the State of Georgia whose fram- 
ers in their wisdom prohibited 
placing a great and excessive 
burden of debt upon the citizens 
of the State.

STATE PURCHASES

REHABILITATION OF 
UNEMPLOYABLES 


The welfare rolls in Georgia are 
loaded with cases, many of which 
are subject to rehabilitation. A 
great need exists for the creation 
of a Rehabilitation Center in this 
area. Rehabilitation is the ren- 
dering of physically handicapped 
persons fit to engage in remunera- 
tive occupations, becoming self- 
supporting and self-reliant.‘ The 
Federal Government will supply 
funds on a (50-50) matching basis 
with a local community for the 
establishment of a Rehabilitation 
Center. 

The U.S. Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare estimates 
that there are in Georgia 43,000 
persons of working age who are 
disabled and in need of rehabilita- 
tion services. ‘The Atlanta area 
represents about 20 per cent of 
Georgia’s population and it may be 
estimated that there are 8,342 dis- 
abled persons, ages 16 to 65, in 
this area. 

Approximately 500 disabled per- 
sons have been rehabilitated an- 
nually in this area during the last 
three years through the services 
of the Georgia Division of Voca- 
tional Rehabilitation,/ However, 
the caseload of active and referred 
cases has remained about 2,000. 

Experiences in the Atlanta area 
indicate over 73 per cent of cases 
accepted for services are rehabil- 
itated into employment. Of the 
remainder, many of those who 
could not become employable 
could nevertheless be rehabilitated 
to care for themselves. 

The State Commission of Voca- 
tional Rehabilitation is spending 
$100,000 a year sending Georgia 
citizens to other states for re- 
habilitative services and _ there 
would be great economic and s0- 
cial benefits derived from a Re- 
habilitation Center located here 
which would also enhance further 
the outstanding work done by the 
Georgia Division of Vocational Re- 
habilitation.

In 1954, almost eight million dol- 
lars ($7,897,493.65) was spent in 
Fulton County alone on public wel-| 
fare which could have been greatly 
reduced by the services of a Com- 
prehensive Rehabilitation Pro- 
gram. The need for this service 
has been brought to the attention 
of the Fulton County Welfare Ad- 
ministrator and Board. Atlanta 


This Grand Jury is deeply con- 
cerned over the procedures being 
followed by the Purchasing De- 
partment and the various admin- 
istrative units of the State of 
Georgia in the purchase of com- 
modities, supplies ‘and services 
necessary to the operation of the 
State’s functions, as disclosed by 
a recent Grand Jury of Fulton 
County and by members of the 
Economy Committee set up by 
the last session of the General 
Assembly. Accusations of gross 
misuse of the taxpayers’ money 
in the purchase of practically 
everything used by the State of 
Georgia have been made, coupled 
with insinuations of ‘“payoffs’’ 
and ‘‘kick-backs.’””’ At the same 
time have come urgent pleas 
for more and more tax revenue 
from official State sources, which 
the people are told is needed to 
meet emergencies. 

Statements have been made 
that there have been numerous 
failures to follow existing laws, 
and that both political and prac- 
tical road-blocks would stand in 
the way of any efforts to improve 
the system. 

It has also been brought to the 
attention of this Body that with 
each incoming administration a 
number of so-called ‘‘brokerage’’ 
concerns appear upon the scene 
for the purpose of selling equip- 
ment. and supplies to the State 
of Georgia.: That such concerns 
have not been, nor are they at the 
time established: dealers or mer- 
chants in the equipment, com- 
modities and supplies needed by 
the State. They are obliged to 
obtain the property sold the State 
after being awarded contract for 
same. It is the considered belief 
of this body that such practices 
are inimical to the best interest 
to the State of Georgia and that 
the State should confine its pur- 
chases to established business in- 
stitutions. 

This Grand Jury fully supports 
Solicitor General Paul Webb in his 
efforts to develop all of the facts 
and full truth pertaining to the 
many alleged irregularities in 
State purchases to which publicity 
has been given to the end that 
should it be found that our laws 
have been trampled upon, ignored 
and violated, indictments may be 
obtained against those who are 
guilty.

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OUR WORLD TODAY 
Mendes-France, 
Faure Square Off 
In French Election 


By C. JAY SMITH JR. 

Assistant Professor of History, University of Georgia 

During December 1955 it was announced that 
elections to the French National Assembly would be 
held at the beginning of the new year, for the third 
time since the adoption of the present constitution in 
1946. Late in November, Premier Edgar Faure, who 


had lost a vote of confidence in the old Assembly, took _ 


the unprecedented, but legal, step of calling for new 
elections some nine months before they were due. 

Early in 1955, Faure had replaced Pierre Mendes-France as 
Premier. Since that time, Mendes-France has been building up 
his strength in the Assembly. By holding the elections in early 
1956, rather than’ in late 1956, 
Faure believes his chances of 
not being replaced by Mendes- 
France will be improved. 

Though technically members 
of the same Radical party, 
Faure and Mendes-France rep- 
resent two very different sets 
of political ideas. Hence the 
outcome of the January 1956 
elections could be very impor- 
tant for the future of France 
and Western Europe. 


Nothing would be more de- 
ceptive than trying to interpret 
these elections in terms of the 
existing French party structure alone. Owing to the large number 
of French parties, and to the French habit of choosing party 
names which conceal more than they reveal, the unwgry observer 
can eagily be led astray. 

One central fact has dominated French politics since 1945. 
Communism, which is a conspiracy, not a party in the true sense 
of the word, has been able to capture the votes of about a fourth 
of the French electorate in all national elections from 1945 to 
1951, when the last one was held. 


True, not all those who vote for Communist candidates are 
Communists, but a terrific problem has been created. 

Until 1951, the Communists held a third of the seats in the 
Assembly. Since that time a manipulation of the electoral laws 
has reduced the number of Communist seats to a sixth of the 
total. But the fact remains that they have been as strong in 
France as they were in Russia in 1917. All French political life 
must go on under the shadow of a possible attempt by the Com- 
munists to seize power by force.

AT THE OTHER POLITICAL EXTREME, there appeared in 
1947 Gen. Charles de Gaulle’s Rally of the French People. In 1951, 
it won more seats in the Assembly than any other party, though 
far from a majority. Its ideas are very vague, but it has seemed 
to want a more or less dictatorial regime, which would pursue 
the sort of foreign policy that France now lacks the strength to 
pursue. 


Since 1947, the middle-of-the-road parties such as _ the 
Socialists, MRP, Radicals, USDR, Independents, and the Peas- 
ant Party, have somehow managed to govern without either of 
the two extremes. Inevitably, however, they have resorted to 
coalition governments, and the coalitions have been notoriously 
apt to come apart on all sorts of issues. 


In general, the coalitions have followed a policy of avoiding a 
stromg stand on any issue. It is felt that the best they can hope to 
do is to keep the Communists and Gaullists out. Thus, though 
generally committed to Western defense plans, these coalitions 
have stopped short Of establishing West European unity. They 
have been unable to take any decisive steps to settle the troubles 
in French overseas possessions. They have been unable to cure 
France’s numerous economic troubles. 

> ° = 


WAGES OF FRENCH WORKERS are notoriously low in com- 
parison with prices. A program of government subsidies has kept 
in existence an inefficient system of production. No adequate 
system of taxation exists, and American aid alone has made it 
possible to balance the budget. Our diplomats have hesitated to 
demand essential reforms for fear they might lead to the triumph 
of either the Communists or De Gaulle. 


While he was Premier in 1954-55, Pierre Mendes-France 
tried to end this stagnant system through a series of quick, de- 
cisive measures. Though overthrown in 1955, he remains strong, 
and may return to power to attempt essential reforms. 

It seems likely, however, that if he is to be successful, both 
the Communists and De Gaulle must disappear as significant fac- 
tors in French political life. Only then can the normal play of 
French politics, suspended since 1940, be resumed.

CONSEQUENTLY, the thing to be most hoped for in the 1956 
elections is an increase in strength of the middle-of-the-road par- 
ties, and a decline of the two extremes. Assuming this happens, 
it is likely that a rise in Radical, Socialist and MRP strength 
would help Mendes-France, while gains for the other democratic 
parties would strengthen Faure.

I've already had a surprise, and 
1956 hasn’t even begun.
